Owing to the work of elevating the tracks 
the Thirty-fifth street viaduct has been 
closed, forcing street car passengers and 
others to go two blocks north to Thirty- 
third street and scramble across as best they 
may.

RUSSIAN PREMIFR PROMISES 
PROTECTION FOR THE JEWS. 


Count de Witte Cables Adolf Kraus 
That Government Will Endeavor to 
Prevent Renewal of Massacres. 


Adolph Kraus, president of the executive 
eommittee cf the B’nai B'rith of America, 
has received assurances from count de Witte, 
the Russian premier, that the government 
will exercise all its powers to protect the 
Jews in the empire. 

Some time ago rumors were circulated 
that the massacre of the Jews in Rusela was 
to continue and Mr. Kraus, who met count 
de Witte at Portsmouth last summer, ad- 
dressed a communication in which he asked: 

Now, since it appears that the government has 
restored peace in its land, is the government in » 
position to protect the lives and property of Jews, 
equally with those of Christians, and to punish 
officials who fail to do their duty in not taking 
proper measures for the protection of the Jews so 
as to prevem further massecres? 

The response which Mr. Kraus received 
Was embodied in the following cablegram: 


St. Petersburg, March 14.—Adolph Kraus, |

ORATOR IS ENDED. 


Stopped at Cincinnati on Way to Chi- 
cago Beeause of Attack of Erysipe- 


Bavaria Sixty Years Ago—-Was 
Driven Out of Europe Because of 


Many Times in United States.

Cincinnati, March 17.—Johann Most, the 
anarchist, died in this city at noon today, of 
erysipelas. He came to thig’city on Monday 
on the invitation of friends and has been the 
guest of friends of Adolph Kraus, of Cutter 
street. He was to have delivered a lecture 
in Chicago on Wednesday night, but on ac- 
count of an attack of erysipelas he was 
obliged to cancel his engagement, although 
the attack was not regarded.as serious. 

Herr Most was delirious most of the time 
during his last few days’ illness, suffering 
greatly, but occasionally repeating parts of 
his most famous speeches, using the German 
language. During the larger part of last 
night he was unconscious, but during the 
morning he regained consciousness for a 
short time, and at 9 o’clock seemed much 


more cheerful and apparently was suffering 
little pain. 

Later he again became unconscious and 

gradually his strength left him, and soon 
after noon he died. With him at the end were 
a few of his friends in this city, who had been 
caring for him during his sickness. 
No plans have yet been made for the fu- 
neral, the friends in this city awaiting word 
from his wife, to whom a message was at 
once sent. 


Was a Talking Anarchist. 


Johann Most was a virulent type of the 
blatant anarchist. He devoted his entire 
life to an effort to incite others to deeds of 
violence which. he never attempted to per- 
form himself. When driven out of Europe 
he came to the United States in 1880 and 
in this country made speeches, edited an 
anarchist newspaper, and conducted a saloon 
and dance hall in New York. 


1846. He began life as a bookbinder, and 
cultivated oratory in his leisure. The gift 
of fluency led him into becoming an agi- 
tator, and in 1868 the Austrian authorities 
were so foolish as to imprison him for a 
revolutionary speech, and thus give him 
an effective advertisement. 

Upon his release he established a news- 
paper at Chemnitz, which- was suppressed 
after a year’s life. The interval between 
this time and 1874, when he began to pub- 
lish a newspaper in Vienna, was spent in 
making speeches in various places of Sax- 
ony and Austria. His second newspaper 
met with the fate of the first, and the ef- 
fect of his publishing pamphiets and books 
embodying his views was to render it de- 
sirable that he should remove out of Aus- 
tria. 


Driven Out of Europe. 


He tried France, but even the republic could 
not tolerate his rant, and in 1878 he settled 
in London and established the Freiheit, a 
newspaper which was printed in red ink and 
was crowded with jubilations when Alexan- 
der II. was murdered. The English authori- 
ties punished its editor and publisher with 
nineteen months’ infprisonment. His term 
having expired, he came to this country. 


Arrested Many Times. 


In New York Most served several terme 
in jall. Finally on April 26, 1886, he addressed 
a massmeeting urging workmen to arm them- 
selves and prepare for battle. He wag sen- 
tenced to a year in prison and served his 
term. 


During his career Most visited many of the 
large cities of the country to make anarchist 
speeches and was arrested many times. His 


last notable arrest was in September, 1901,

Attack on Bandits Delayed Six Months

Reports to the Controller. 

The reports or statements made to the 
controller ars numerous, but Mr. Walsh has 
declared that im the last twenty-four years 
he signed but the one statement, that upon 
which the criminal complaint .was based. 
After the use of the memorandum notes be- 
came known, more than two years ago, and 
notice was served upon Walsh -to remove 
them, numerous demands for reports were 
made, and a dozen or more of them will be 
brought to Chicago. 

The fact that Walsh's use of memorandum 
notes was known to the federal banking offi- 
cials led to an inquiry into possible causes 
for his subterfuge. A banker explained that 
it was employed to deceive the clearing house 
committee rather than the national bank ex- 
aminers. 


Manipulation of Notes. 


A statement of all excessive loans, that ts, 
loans of more than 10 per cent of the bank's 
capital, must, be made to the clearing house 
five times a year. By the manipulation of the 
memorandum notes, bearing the names of 
various employés, Walsh evaded the neces- 
 sity.of Including those loans, amounting to 
| $2,668,000, in the classification of “ loans upon 

which any officer or director is responsible 
either as signer or indorser.” The notes were 
without signature or indorsement, but the 
government contends that Walsh is liable. 
because the proceeds were turned directly to 
his account. 

Secret service men and deputy sheriffs are 
still seeking the men whose names were 
placed on the memorandum notes by one of 
Walsh's assistants without their consent. 


Former Railway Man Subpœnaed. 


Otto A. Koss, who was secretary of the 
Wisconsin and Michigan railroad for ten 
years, but now is manager of the Faithorn 
Printing company, 66 Sherman street, was 
served with a subpcena, and he went to the 
féderal building to consult with Assistant 
District: Attorney Robert W. Childs. He 
said his name is not upon any of the memo-

Refuses to Buy Railways. 


The proposed sale of the Walsh roads by 
the clearing house committee to a syn- 
dicate composed of the New York Cen- 
tral lines, the Pennsylvania, and the Rock 
Island, has fallen through, and fallen. 
hard so far as the syndicate is. con- 
cerned. The clearing house committee has 
named $27,500,000 as the upset price, while 
the railroad men declare that $19,000,000 is 
all that the Walsh roads and their proprie- 
tary coal company are worth. 

Several of the railroad men who went to 
New York to attend the conferenece with J. 
C. Hutchins, representing the clearing house 
committee, at which it was hoped to conclude 
the sale of the roads; returned to Chicago 
yesterday and united in declaring that all ne- 
gotiations are off. The railroad men do not 
seem to feel badly that the negotiations have 
falien through: in fact, it is an open secret 
that the railroad syndteate never besought 
the bankers to let them have the Walsh prop- 
erties, the entreaty having come from the 
other side. 


Story of the Interview. 


On the other hand, the railroad men assert 
that the bankers did not appear to be in the 
least disconcerted when their price was re- 
fused, nor did they offer or suggest a com- 
promise. The version of the conference given 
ty W. C. Brown, vice president of the New 
York Central lines, is as follows: 

„We walked into the room where the bank- 
ers were; they said ‘How do you do?’ We re- 
plied in the same terms: they told us how 
much they must have for the Walsh proper- 
ties in order to get out even. We told tnem 
how much we were willing to pay. They said 
‘Good day.“ we said the rame, and that was 
All there was to it.“ 

The railroads based thelr offer on the 
report of the appraisers, who were sent by 
them to look over the Walsh properties and 
to estimate their value. This report was 
prepared carefully, and it was agreed at the 
time that it should be confidential. The rail- 
road men looked upon the property simply 
from the standpoint of its tangible assets, 
while the bankers hold that the roads have 
a strategic value; which value apparently 
they put at $8,500,000. The strategic value

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Detectives Begin Work.

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COLORADO TRAIN IN PERIL 


WORK GANG HEMMED IN BY 
Two , SNOWSLIDES. 
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Japanese Laborers Compelied at the 
Point of Guns to Buck Huge Snow. 
drifts. on the Rio Grandec—Heavy 
Fall Reported Throughout § the 
Mountains and Several Disasters 
Occar—Durango Millis Swept Away 
~—Some Drifts Forty Feet Deep. 
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Telluride, Colo., March 17.— [Special. 
This aftérnoon a work train sent out to re- 
pair the damage along the Rio Grande South- 
ern railroad was caught between two snow 
slides on the bridge near Ophir loop, about 
twenty miles from here. 

The train cannot get either forward or 
backward. There are forty Japanese labor- 
ers in the train crew, who are terrified by 
the continued snow slides and want to es- 
cape, but are held by white men at the point 
of guns under threat of death. 

It is feared because of the frequent slides 
that unless the tram and its crew succeed 
in getting away tomorrow they will be caugnt 
by another slide and destroyed. 

Another monster slide broke loose at the top 
of the range on the east side of Deer Creek 
basin, sweeping down the mountain side and 
across the creek to the base of the opposite 
mountain. It demolishedthe cabin of August 
Hellene, killing him instantly. Hellene was 
part owner in the Mammoth and Buckhorn 
group of claims. 

Heavy Snow in Mountains. 

It has been snowing heavily in the moun- 
taine for twenty our hours, and several de- 
structive snowslides have been reported.

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EASTERN YACHT RULES 
ARE DROPPED BY LOCALS. 


Chicago Club Decides to o Use Lake Mich!- 
gan Association Laws in All Its Races 
—Will Support Other Regattas. © 


After having experimented for the last two 
seasons with the rules of the New York Yacht 
club,, officials of the Chicago Yacht club, at 
a meeting held during the week decided to 
adopt the rules of the Lake Michigan Yacht- 
ing association for its own races as well as 
in the open events to be held during the com- 
ing season. At the time the regulations of 
the eastern organization were adopted, the 
rules of the Yacht Racing union were in many 
instances conflicting and in the main unsat- 
isfactory. 

The local club went to considerable expense 
to have the yachts of its fleet remeasured, and 
in the club races the N. T. T. C. rules pre- 
vailed. When racing in open regattas, how- 
ever, it of course became necessary to stick 
to the T. R. U. regulations. As itt turnedout 
the eastern rules were found to be unsuited 
to local conditions, and when the Lake Michi- 
gan Yachting association seceded from the 
Yacht Racing union it was deemed advisable 
to adopt the formulas of that body for both 
club and open events. 

One thing which is said to have 3 ac- 
tion on the part of the yacht owners is the 
fact the Chicago Yacht club fs figuring on 
getting the yachtsmen who will attend the 
Lake Michigan 5 association regatta 
on July 4 to stay over for its own open car- 
bival of July 7. The L. M. T. A. regatta is 
to be held under the auspices of the Columbia 
Yacht club, which is conceded to be-a power 
in the parent body, so the adoption of the 
Lake Michigan rules is expected to bring 
about peace between the two big lake front 
organizations. 

The Chicago club has mapped out an active 
campaign for next season, and as an indica- 
tion that it will pay more attention to racing 
than it did kast summer, the Yacht Owners’ 
association of the club, at the meeting last 
week, unanimously agreed to compete in the 
L. M. T. A. regatta. This is considered a 
wise move and means that the Columbia 
Yacht club and other fleets will reciprocate 
by entering the big event of the Chicago club. 

The Chicago club schedule offered by Chair- 
man Blodgett of the regatta cofmmittes has 
been’ adopted. It provides, among other 
events, for a long list of races between the 
club’s new eighteen foot class boats, in which 
considerable interest is being manifested. 
Three of the yachts will be in commission 
early in June and others are in Prospect for 
later in the. season.

Yacht club has been hard at work 
for several months to obtain the coveted 
entry, and their activity was rewarded yee- 
terday when correspondence was received 
which cinched the. negotiations. The boat 
will be built for J. H. Fearneide of Ham- 
liton, Ont., who ts one of the foremost 
yachtemen of Canada. The prospective 
owner has stated positively he will send the 
yacht to Chicago in an effort to lift the cup. 


Other Boats Invoived. 


The deal carries with it two other transfers 
of importance to Chicago yachtsmen. Mr. 
Fearnside is the owner of Naniwa, a thirty 
footer built. läst year to compete for the 
Canada’s cup. Some tithe ago he announced 
if he could dispose of the yacht he would put 
the money into a competitor for the trophy. 
This spurred the Lipton committee into ac- 
tion, and last week Edward . Balcom, act- 
ing for Mr. Fearnside, sold Naniwa to J. G. 
,Glaver of the Columbla Yacht club. Mr. 
*Giaver in turn disposed of his Privateer to 
local parties, who wish their names with- 
held for the present. 

Mr. Glaver stated yesterday he would 
leave this week for Hamilton to look his new 
craft over and make arrangements for bring- 
ing it to this city. It is likely he will be ac- 
companied by Mr. Balcom, to whom belongs, 
in a great measure, the credit for cinching 
the Canadian entry. The Columbia club 
contemplates sending Mr. Balcom to close up 
the final negotiations with Mr. Fearnside. 


Naniwa a Rich Find. 

Naniwa will make one of the most valuable | 
additions that the Columbia fleet has re- 
ceived in some time. It was built last year 
expressly for the Canada’s cup race, and no 
expense was spared in its construction. The 
principal measurements are: Over all, length, 
51 feet; load water line, 30 feet; beam, 11 
feet. The boat draws seven feet and spreads 
1,550 square feet of canvas in its jib and 
mainsail. Its equipment includes hollow 
Pspars and silk spinnakers and balloon jib. 
The cabin is roomy, and, with six feet of 
head room, contains six berths in the main 
cabin. It is the intention of the new owner 
to sail it to Chicago about May 1 and get it 
tuned up for the Decoration day races. 


Lipton May Be a Judge. 

With Canada competing, the races of next 
August should prove to be the greatest 
fixture in American yachting, bar none.

It is, of course, 
possible that from the standing start, which 
is in vogue in Burope, he may do better than 
were he asked to come to the wire at a fast 
clip, but as a rule a horse that has any no- 
tions about starting, and that wants to have 
his. own way in such matters, does not 
amount to much as a racing proposition. A. 
Penn should be of value for breeding pur- 
poses, however, as he is a well gaited horse, 
and his site, William Penn, 2:07%, was a colt 
trotter as well as a wonderfully game per- 
former later in Ute.

After a game in Chicago during the recent 
carnival, one of the best Chicago players, a 
close analyst, stated that he had lost nine 
rubbers on account of bad red declarations by 
his partners. And the strange feature of it 
all is that whist players are slower thap 
others in learning to properly estimate the 
value of a hand at bridge.

and the lakes and bayous everywhere have

For the present, with no better education in 
absurdities than we have so far achieved, 
it is hard to imagine anything more incongru- 
ous than a woman in an iron foundry. And 
there are many women employed at different 
kinds of work in several foundries in vni- 
cago. Many firms hire women as coremakers. 
I was unable to ascertain the exact number, 
but something like 1,500 girls are working 
at this trade in iron and brass. 

A core is the inside mold used for hollow 
castings. such as pipes and tubes. It is made 
by packing sand into molds corresponding to 
the iron mold.

Receive Very Low Wages. a 


The piece workers are paid various prices. 
ranging from 10 cents a hundred for very 
small pipes to $3 for large ones. I saw one 
gir] making a core about six inches long with 
a curve of two inches at each end for which 
she was paid 75 cents a hundred. She said 
she could make 200 in a day The good piece 
workers in this factory make from $1.25 to 
$1.67 a day. 

But it is queer, isn't it, that visitors are 
always told the highest rate of wages earned 
by any employé? In one establishment, 
where there are 175 gtr! coremakers, I was 
fold they earned “O, say from $6 to $9.50 4 
week; a few earn @ little less than $6. The 
average is about $8.” Now, as a matter of 
fact, but seven ‘girls out of the 175 earn $9 
and over; but 9 earn more than $8 and less 


‘than $9; 40 earn from $7 to $8; 46 earn from. 


$6 to $7; 81 from $5 to $6; 21 from $4 to $5, 
while 2 earned less than $3 a week at the 
piece rates paid. The average—but what 
difference does the average make to that two- 
thirds of all these girls who make less than 
this average? Will the $4 earned by two 
score girls in a coreroom buy any more 
food or Clothes because, forsooth, the av- 
erage may be $6 or $7 7. In talking of wages. 
especially women's wages, there is no Eng- 

lish word that conceals so much heartache, 

hunger, cold, destitution, and possibly of sin 
as that word average. It is rarely used ex- 
cept as a club to blunt the edge of public 
conscience.

Other Gir] Foundry Workers. 


The girls who. do the actual core making 
are not the only ones at work in the core 
room. There are giris who do nothing but 
bend the wires which are put in the sand 
molds to hold them together. Cans-filled with 
the wire they are to use are in front of 
them on their tables. Molds, into which a 
groove of, a certain shape is cut, are given 


to them and they bend the 1190 to fit this 


groove, whatever the form may be. Other 
girls file the edges off the baked sand molds. 
Both of these occupations pay from $4 to 
$5.50 a week. 

One firm employs 350 or 400 girlé in the 
coreroom. Almost all of them are Polish 
and Bohemian immigrants and very few 
speak English. Most of them live in the 
Polish settlement which has been established | 
in the neighborhood of the works. With 
the thrift. and clamnfshness of their race 
they crowd together in small space. They 
pay $2 or $2.50 a week for their board and 
room, carry a cold lunch and walk to their 
work. They have become just enough Amer- 
icanized that they spend a good deal of their 
income on dress, and with the combination 
of their growing” Americanism and their

Tvo 
girls are im attendance in the room during 
lunch time and clear all refuse away When the 
meal is over, so that the giris will have the 
full half hour to themselves and there will 
be no scramble before the deafening whistle 
blows to call them back to Work. They are 
served good tea free of charge and furnish 
their own sugar. They have a club and give 
a dance at Hull house every two months, 
when they invite their friends and have a 
gay time. These are the only meetings the 
club has. 

So far their earnest leader and friend has 
not been able to work up a strong’ spirit of 
unity among them: They have other com- 
panions beside their working mates, so that 
the social instinct ig satisfied outside. Then, 
too, they have that distrust that has been 
planted in the Pole by centuries of oppres- 
gion. This may account in some measure for 
the seeming dullness and stolid sontent of 
these girls. Ignorance of the language may 
have something. further to do with their 
indifference, and to remedy this the doctoris 
preparing to have night classes in English. 

The work day, here is ten hours a day, but 
the girls are allowed to go to their dressing 
rooms fifteen minutes before closing time, to 
avold colliding with the men when they leave 
the yards. . Good conditions, considerate 
treatment, and a general air of benevolent 
philanthropy are the methods in vogue in this 
place, The only thing wanting is good wages. 
But, as a girl in a candy factory said to me 
the other day: Sure, it makes a lot of dif- 
ference if the forelady’s decent to youse. You 
feel a lot more like workin’ if there ain't 
somebody a-hollerin’ at youse all the time.“ 

In another foundry there are thirty-eight 
American born giris. Almost as many lands 
gave their parents birth, but they work to- 
gether as chums in the intimacy which Hke 
work and common interest give to all peo- 
ple. They are bright, quick girls, and moat 
of them speak passably good English. Their 
fort woman, a pretty Irish girl, said: 

“My girle are all nice, good girls. I have 
to work with them all day myself, and I will 
not have any other bind about me. I ean 
depend on them at all times. If I give an

OES it pay in the long run for a om 
mercial traveler or any one to carry 
a side line? 

This is a pertinent question because 
of the general tendency of salesmen 
to dabble in schemes to make money outside 
of their regular employment. On every side 
traveling salesmen are importuned by man- 
ufacturers and wholesalers to carry a side 
line, The manufacturers, having nothing 
to loge other than a few samples, are liberai 
in offering glowing incucements for salesmen 
to sell their goods. And well they might be 
free with their offers of large commissions, 
for the other fellow pays the bills. The 
prospect of no railroad fares, no hotel ex- 
penses, or incidentals to pay salesmen is an 
alluring one te manufacturers with no or 
limited capital. So he caste his bait in the 
form of get-rich-quick advertisements, hop- 
ing that the salesman of his next door busi- 
ness friend, being underpaid, will Jump at 
his offer. He usually catches the salesman, 
and: his next door friends unknowingly 

stands the brunt * the _—— of expenses. 


Side Issus Bloc {s “Advancement. 

These offers to make money on the side 
are in many cases stumbling blocks in the 
way of permanent advancement or gain. 
Morally the practice is wrong. The tempia- 
tion for most salesmén, however, is too great. 
Inadequate pay, perhaps sickriess in the fam- 
ily, business depression, lack of steady work, 
unfortunate investments or even gambling 
are usually causes for salesmen to take on 
side lines, with the hope of recouping their 
losses. Sometimes the motive is purely one 
of additional gain. But to the general credit 
of the men on the road they do not resort 
to side lines unless driven to it by misfor- 
tune. With trade and salary good, travel-, 
ing salesmen are usually loyal to the houses 
they represent. The majority are so. When 
misfortune steps in, advertisements to such 
as these, in magazines published in fhe in- 
terest of commercial travelers, tempt the 
salesman, and he 3 talis.

A careful man, with $15,000 capital, a thor- 
ough knowledge of business methods, and a

complete understanding of the crosstie in- 


dustry, gathered from pertonal experience 
and observation, ought to clear $3,000 or 
$4,000 a season, with his earnings constantly 
growing as he increases is investment. 
Should he become crosstie purveyor fora 
railroad Nis income will of course greatly 
increase. Some roads maintain a high sal- 
aried man in this pace, It pays, as a good 
man will save his salary several times in 
year by good strokes of business, such as 
vy buying when the price has receded or by 
obtaining valuable timber concessions where 
it will pay the road to get out its own ties. 
Along the Ohio and Mississippi rivers are 
many centers of the industry. The Redriver 


also has its scores of. trading firms clustered 


along its banks in order to be near the sources 
of supply and a ready means of fransporta- 
tion. Some firms maintain tugs to pull their 
timber rafte and barges out of the tributary 


streams and bayous and down or up to the 
shipping point. 


The tugs pick up consider- 
able money in commissions. 

The young man without capital will find 
the crosstie business an uninviting one. If 


he can get a position with some firm in the 
business and learn it from the ground up he 


will be able to make a living at it even with 
but little ready money. Many such small 
beginners have attained to large and pros- 
perous incomes, but all have nad hard sled- 


ding.

So 
that, if a man be determined to succeed, ag- 
greasively optimistic, and thoroughly versed 
in the business, he has good chances in the 
crosstie industry. 


CCORDING to . proverb. an empty 
bag cannot stand upright”; neither 
can a man who isin debt. A man in 
debt cannot be relied upon to tell the 
truth; hence it is said that lying rides 
en debt's back. The man who ewes money 
generally has to make excuses fot 
it when due, and in many cases has to lie 
about it. The first step in debt is like the 
first step in faleehood—almost involving the 
necessity of proceeding in the same course, 
debt following debt, as lie follows Hie. Many 
a man can date the beginning of the failures 
of his life from the day he first borrowed 
money, and realizes en too late the force 
of the proverb, who goes a-borrowing goes 
&-sorrowing.”’ 
Embarrassment in money matters produces 
poignant distress of mind, utter incapacity 
for work, and constantly recurring humilia- 
tions.

Press Agent Important Personage. 

About the largest salary is paid to the 
press agent, who ranks next to the business 
manager in importance. It is the press agent 
who feels the public pulse to discover whether 
or not Slumberville or Elmhurst wants a 
carnival. He also keeps the editors of the 
local papers reminded that there will be big 
advertising contracts for them by and by. 

Attractions that are worked up by the 
manager often pay better than the smaller 
shows, because he devotes more advertising 
to them. One of these, the public marriage, 
netted a good sum to an enterprising mana- 
gar in an lowa town just across the Missis- 
sippi one summer. The public marriage is 
nothingenew. It has been a common attrac- 
tion at street fairs for years, but the feature 
of this marriage was that it cost money to 
see it. The carnival in question was held in 
connection with a race meeting. The mana- 
ger placed the wedding party on a brilliantly 
lighted platform in front of the grand stand 
and there the ceremony wag performed. Thou- 
sands, ever ready to see af/wedding. had gone 
to the carnival grounds, and when they found 
that an admission fee of 10 cents was charged 
they paid. The big grand stand could scarce- 
ly hold all who came.

Don't Take Much Capital. 


The smalle: attractions that make up the 
company rarely represent big investments. 
A canvas front, costing from $50 to $75, or a 
wooden front, costing from $100 up, is the 
biggest item of expense. The tent comes 
next, so that a well equipped show is worth 
from $500 to $1,000. ‘In the so-called electric 
theaters, of moving picture exhibitions, the 
machines cost about $200, while films run 
fiom $40 up. A theater of this kind rarely 
has more than half a dozen films, which are 
shown hundreds of times a day. Ina vaude- 
ville show the wages of the performers are 
the only items of expense to be considered 
outside of the front and tent. Dog and pony 
shows easily pay for themselves. If a Ger- 


man village ts connected with a company it 


makes expenses by sélling beer in mal 
glasses at a good price. A Ferris wheel, car-— 


rying about twenty-four people on a 
easily pays for itself. 

A man who has been in the carnival busi- 
ness some time says that the biggest money- 
makers are the old time merry-go-rounds. 
Carrying from thirty to fifty people on a 
trip, the merry-go-round runs all day and 
far into the night. Hundreds of dollars have 
been collected between sunrise and sunset 
on the nickel a ride plan. 

A feature that has proved a paying propos!- 
tion to one manager and which still attracts 
a great deal of interest in smaller towns is 
the touring automobile, which carries a 
crowd of people around a few blocks at 10 
cents a ride. This is still a good attraction 
in rural districts, and even in cities, where 
automobiles have become familiar objects, 
the people patronize the touring car.

Concessions Are Profitable. 

The managerrof a carnival company also 
has a source of income in the concessions 
that he gives. Popcorn stands, lemonade 
and cider booths, and ice cream tents are to 
be found with every carnival. Most of these 
travel with the company and pay the man- 
ager a sum like $10 a week for the right 
to place their stands in favored parts of the 
carnival grounds. Such men pay all their 
own expenses and have no other connection 
with the company. 

Every year sees new features added to the 
carnival companies. It is interesting to note 
in this connection that although many differ- 
ent kinds of exhibitions are ven in one 
company, oriental dance shows and snaxe 
eaters are going out of business. Formerly 
the rule, the oriental dance is now the ex- 
ception, and few good companies have them. 
Public opinion has also condemned the snake 
eater to oblivion, for even people who are 
ready to tolerate fakes of all kinds can find 
nething instructive or entertaining in the 
snakeeater. 

After these numerous attractions. have 
deen put together into one company by the 
manager he is ready to take in the money 
which the people for miles around have been 
saving up for him for weeks.

HEN you are traveling and enter a 
sleeping car, chair car, or day coach, 
and want to find the traveling men, 
look on the right side of the cars. 
You can tell drummers,“ of 
course, without that, but if you go into any 
railway train you will find the commercial 
travelers--the men who make a business of 
traveling—all riding on the right hand side. 

If you want to test this, go sometime to the 
sleeping car chart at any station, anu you 
will find the right hand berths sold, and the 
left hand ones mostly vacant. 

The custom, which has grown greatly, is 
extremely noticeable even to railway men, 
and the makers of sleeping cars would put an 
thé berths on the right hand side if they 
could. The demand for Berths on the right 
hand side is enormous. 

It is not habit or superstition with these 
old travelers. It is based on experience, and 
th. cause is twofold. Force of habit, the 
“rule of the road” for hundreds of years, 


will cause most persons to take the right.

They know that at any time some 
big piece of freight from some passing 
freight train might be jostled loose and 
rip through the sides of the fast train going 
in the opposite direction. They know that 
some loose side door of a freight car, caught 
in the suction between the traine, may rip 

a hole in the sleeping car's side. They know 
it ts possible for one of the heavy mail vag 
catchers on a mail train to tear through 
the sides of half a dosen cars going in the op- 
posite direction if some one left 1 sticking 
out through carelessness.

him. I make a point, said he, of paying 
my Own bills, and I advise every one to do the 
same; formerly, I used to trust a confidential 
servant to pay them, but I was cured of that 
folly by receiving one morning, to my great 
surprise, duns of a year or two’s standing. 
The fellow had speculated with my money 
and left my bills unpaid.“ Talking of debt, 
his remark was: It makes a slave of a 
man. I have often known what it was to be 
in want of money, but I never got into debt.“ 

Washington was as particular as Welling- 
ton in matters of business detail, and it is a 
remarkable fact that he did not disdain to 
scrutinize tHe smallest outgoing of his house- 
hold—determined as he was to live honestly 
within his means, even when holding the high 
office of president of the United States,

The ambition to keep up appearances, too 
often at the expense of honesty, is a foolish 
one, as is also the pretense of being rich 
when the reverse is the case.

I have 
learned the secret, I stop talking for one 
thing and 80 rest my face, my throat, and 
my lungs. Then I rest my neck. I take the 
strain off my spine, You can do this only by 
elevating your feet. Do not attempt to put 
them above your head nor on the table nor 
even on top ofa chair. Just lift them and let 
them rest on a high footstool. That is the 
best way in the world to take the strain off 
your spine. There are many who say placing 
both feet on the floor will rest the spine, but 
that is a mistake. Lift your feet. Take the 
pull off your spinal column. That is the only 
way to get rested. Now take the strain off 
the back of your neck. Rest your head 
against something. Don’t tip your head too 
far back. Don't turn or twist your neck. 
Don't strain the neck muscles by getting into 
an unusual position. Don't attempt to rest 
the head against anything that is unsteady. 
Have the pillow soft and yielding. Have it 
placed at a slight angie. Rest your shoulder 
blades against something firm and about the 
shape of your back. Have the elbows sup- 
ported. And don’t let the hands be cramped.

The color scheme was pink and green.

This was made 
of the lightest possible puff paste and filled 
with a most delicious mixture of tomatoes, 
hard boiled egg, and mushrooms. The gar- 
nishing consisted of small egg rissoles fried 
brown in bread crumbs and parsley. A little 
of the tomato sauce from the mixture inside 
the vol-au-vent wes lightly rum along the 
edges of the two tiers of pastry, thus repro- 
ducing with the parsley garnishing¢ the pink 
and green. 


The sweet, as the English name their sweet 


dessert, was another ornamental dish con- 
sisting of stiffened with gela- 
tine, tastefully decorated with cream piping. 
Any other fruit in season, such as currants 
and raspberries, blackberries, apples, or 
rhubarb may be used, and a little coloring 
may be added. 

The “savory” could be served either hot 
or cold. It consisted of haddock, cheese, 
and white sauce, well mixed together and 
spread in little heaps on rounds of fried 
bread, garnished with thin strips of alter- 
nate tongue and gherkin, with just a tiny 
piece of cavtare the top.

Bring to 
boiling point and cook until clear. Add a 
palatable seasoning of salt and pepper, and 
serve at once. This is one of the nicest of 
clear soups. 

SHOULDER OF MUTTON WITH 
BROWN POTATOES.—One shoulder of mut- 
ton, six medium sized potatoes, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, one saltspoonful of pepper, 
and two good sized onions. Wipe the shoul- 
der, place it in a baking pan, dust with pep- 
per; put around it the potatoes peeled. Put 
in the bottom of the pan one-half pint of 
water. Run it in a quick oven, and when it 
is nicely browned reduce the heat of the 
oven to 240 degrees Fahrenheit. Sprinkle 
the potatoes and meat with the salt, cook 
slowly for one hour, basting frequently with 
the fat In the bottom ofthepan. When done 
dish the mutton, arrange the potatoes around 
it, and serve with a brown sauce made in 
the pan in which the meat was cooked. 

CELERY SALAD.—Wash and cut the de- 
sired amount of the inner part of the celery 
into slices; soak it in cold water for thirty 
minutes; drain, and throw it on a towel, 
turning the towel from side to side until the 
celery is dry. Put it in a salad bowl and 
stand it in a cold place. At serving time 
baste with French dressing. This is wreat- 
ly improved by adding a few dropsz of Wor- 
cestershire sauce, soy, or mushroom catsup.

She was the recipient of high com- 
mendation in the east and south when she 
played her own concerto with the Damrosch 
orchestra, and there are good grounds for 
anticipating ah interesting performance 
when she presents the work here. Mr. 
Steindel also will be heard as soloist in this 
firet concert. At the second one, on the 
Saturday evening following, Lois Adler, a 
pianist, will play the Grieg Concerto. On 
Friday afternoon, April 13, the soloist will be 
Marie Nichols, the violinist who played here 
earlier in the season in concert with Miss 
Ruegger and Mr. Hamlin and made a favor- 
able impression. She will be heard in the 
Vieuxtemps D-minor Concerto. On Satur- 
day evening, April 14, Howard Wells, the 
Chicago pianist, who on several occasions 
has demonstrated his thorough capabilities, 
will play the Saint-Saens G-minor Concerto, 
and Mr. Kramer also will have place on 
the program.

Nusic Conditions 
in the South. 


Commenting on the tour through the south 
which the New York Symphony orchestra is 
to make at Easter, the New York Times says: 

** Music has been a luxury in many parts of 
the south since the civil war. The people have 
not had sufficient wealth to be able to support 
orchestras or even to have them make visits 
on tour. Some of the traveling artists have 
found the fleida good one, but their visits had 
to be timed so that there was little conflict of 
Gates and so that more money could be ac- 
cumulated between concerts. 

In recent years, however, the industrial 
development of the south has brought about 
a different condition. There is a great deal of 
money in many of the southern cities, and 
with its acquisition has come the desire for 
better music. The result is that in several of 
the cities in which it has been possible only to 
have the concerts of the artists on tour, 
musical festivals are being given, and there 
has been a call for orchestras. An instance 
of this awakening is given in Spartansburg, 
S. C., which, though not a large city, will 
soon have a musical festival lasting three 
days with five concerts.

It may be true that there are more people 
in the United States who have not written 
plays than there are people who have written 
them, but it is hard to make the managers 


» believe this. The success last season and this 


of the work of many dramatists who had 
hitherto been unknown quantities has pre- 
cipitated a regular play writing avalanche. 
These plays come from all sources and are of 
all sorts and conditions. Only the other day 
a street car conductor in Springfield, O., had 
a play accepted by a fairly well known man- 
ager. His case is typical. As Dr. Holmes 
contended that each man and woman has at 
least one good novel in his or her person; so 
the conductor says that every man and wom- 
an is potentially a playwright. 

France no longer sends us all our farces. 
The late Augustin Daly made great inroads 
upon the supply of French originals. His 
lead has been followed by many English and 
American playwrights. From the basic prin- 


‘ciples found in one of these German or 


French plays countless adaptations for the 
use of American players have been made. 
Aside from the foreign sources of supply 
there always has been great productiveness 
by native playwrights who make playwright- 
ing a profession. They do nothing else and 
many of them make good money. A few have 
attained riches. 
—~o- 

But if all the adapters and the professional 
dramatists were eliminated the American 
stage would not be playless. The number of 
persons who are engaged in pursuits not at 
all connected with the stage but who write 
plays Hterally by the barrel is astonishing. 

Struck with the success which followed the 
production of George Haselton's Mistress 
Nell,“ which Henrietta Crosman played sev- 


‘eral years ago, numbers of Mr. Hazelton’s 


fellow lawyers became playwrights. None 
of them has struck twelve the way he did. 
Doctors and business men are to be found in 
the list of persons from whom managers have 
received plays. 

It is a fact well known to every member of 
the theatrical profession that almost without 
exception every actor has written his play. 
In most cases the plays remain in the auth- 
or's trunk or on the shelves of the manager 
unproduced, 

But Arthur Wing Pinero, the great English 
writing dramatist, was an actor. Ibsen was 
a stage manager, H. V. Esmond, author of 
the delightful “When We Were Twenty- 
One,“ and other pieces, still is an actor, and 
his wife is an actress. William Gillette's 
case is known of all men. Dion Bouccicault 
was an actor. The list of actors who nave 
written successful plays is endless. 

Managers are also playwrights. David Be- 
lasco, W. A. Brady, Oliver Morosco, the 
Charles Frohman of the Pacific coast, and 
many others have compounded successful 
bits of stagecraft. Stage managers have con- 
tributed largely. 

— 

In England dramatic critics are prolific 
playwrights. The day after a first night in 
London always sees the actor and his man- 
ager in receipt of the manuscript of plays 
written by dramatic critics. In this country 
the custom is not so widespread. But many of 
our most successful furnishers of dramatic 
material have been dramatic critics. Harry 
B. Smith, who turns out comic opera and 
musical comedy libretti with incredible speed 


‘and with high success, was a dramatic critic. 


Franklyn Fyles has written succesefully. 
Glen MacDonough, H. H. Davies, Augustus 
Thomas, George Ade, and many others wrote 
about the stage before they wrote for it. 

Literary men have written much but not 
always successfully. Bulwer Lytton’s 
Richelieu was and is a success, but Ten 
nyson's efforts went unrewarded for the most 
part, although Henry Irving kept “ Thomas 
A Becket” in his repertory to the end. 
Charles Dickens, although he loved the stage 
and its people, never wrote successfully for 
the stage, although he tried hard enough. 
In the present it is unusual to find a success- 
ful literary man and playwright in one per- 
sonality.

Colleges Raise 
Stage Standard. 


The average actor of today is of.a higher 
order of general intelligence than the average 
actor was back in those palmy days to which 
some lovers of the stage refer to with so 
much pride. More college bred men and con- 
vent or boarding school women are taking 
up the stage as a livelihood than ever be- 
fore. The echcols of acting, which have 
grown amazingly in numbers and have im- 


‘proved wonderfully in excellence, contribute 


to the molding of better intelligence, and the 
shiftlessnees and intempérance and uncon- 
ventional ideas as to social obligations that 
once prevailed too much upon the stage have 
been greatly lessened. 

There seems to be more general knowledge 
as well as higher technical equipment in the 
men of the law and of medicine today than 
there were, and the stage, to which its fol- 
lowers refer as the profession,“ has kept 
pace with the improvement in the other lines 
of activity. 

2 " 

The intluence of the college and the uni- 
versity is felt on the stage almost as much 
as it has come to be felt in journalism. One 
of the most prominent actors in the country 
and his artistic colleague, who is one of the 
cleverest, as she is one of the most beauti- 
ful women upon the stage, have offered to 
found a school of dramatic art in George 
Washington university. Their proposal has 
met with favor among other actors and the 
plan which they—Mr. Sothern and Miss Mar- 
lowe-—have started will find even more sup- 
porters before it is much older.

He selects fresh, firm peppers, splits 
and seeds them, and puts them in cold, salted 
water. When they are crisp he takes them 
out, dries them, and fries them in hot melted 
butter. Finnan haddie is another piquant 
dish that Mr. Miller is fond of. The finnan 
haddie is washed well and left to soak in 
cold water for an hour. Then .. is put into 
scalding water for five minutes. It is then 
wiped dry and butter and lemon juice are 
rubbed into the flesh. The fish is now broiled 
over a clear fire for fifteen minutes and served 
with a sauce of hot melted butter. 

Curried eggs and Budapest goulash are pet 
dishes of Wilton Lackaye and Kyrle Bellew 
respectively. Mr. Bellew says that the gou- 
lash is much like Irish stew, but the season- 
ing is Hungarianized by quantities of paprika. 
It is made of a pound of beef cut into dice 
and stewed slowly. About an hour before it 
is done put in a good pinch of paprika. Then 
add two carrots and two onions cut into dice. 
Another pinch of paprika. Half an hour be- 
fore the meat is cooked add two potatoes and 
two celery stalks cut up. Another pinch of 
paprika. Serve on large platter, with vegeta- 
bles garlanding the meat.

Svengali’s curried eggs are almost as pep- 
pery as Raffles goulash. He makes them of 
hard boiled: eggs, which he shells and drops 
into hot water to keep warm until needed. 
Then he molds boiled rice into a nest. Ina 
saucepan he places a teaspoon of chopped 
onion with a tablespoon of butter and cooks 
them until the onion is light yellow. He adds 
a small .ablespoon of cornstarch mixed with 
half a teaspoon of curry powder and diluted 
with a little cold’ milk, and then pours in 
slowly one and a half cups of White stock or 
milk. This is allowed to cook until the corn- 
starch is clear. Pepper and salt to taste are 
added to the mixture, which is then strained. 
When done the sauce should be clear, thin, 
smooth, and a bright yellow. The eggs are 
now wiped dry and rolled im the sauce until 
coated a uniform yellow. They are then 
placed on the nest of rice and sufficiers.t sauce 
is poured in to moisten the rice without dis- 
coloring the outside of the nest.

‘LIGHT ON FRENCH CABINE’ 


QUEER MIXUP or PPLITICAL FAC- 
TIONS EXPLAINED 
Strangest Surprise of All Ia the Ap- 
pearance of M. Clemenceau in the 
Group, a Man Who Three Years Ago 
Was a Smasher of Conservative 
Ministries—Will Have Much to Do 
with the Approaching Parliament- 

ary Election.

PARIS, March 17.—The new cabinet and a 
terrible mining catastrophe, involving the loss 
of more than 1,000 lives, are the chief items on 
the balance sheet of the week. 

The new cabinet has set every body gucss- 
ing, as much on account of the Intrinsic worth 
of its members as of their political character- 
istics. Here is the way it has been divided: 

M. Sarrien takes the seat of justice and the 
premiership. He retains two members of the 
Rouvier cabinet—namely: MM. Thomson and 
Etienne, ministers of the navy and war re- 
spectively. He gave the foregn portfolio to 
Paul Bourgeoise, 

The moderates have three i e 
Raymon Poincaire, finance; M. Barthou, pub - 
lic works; and M. Leygues, the colonies. M. 
Doumergue becomes minister of commerce. 


Clemenceau the Big Surprise. 
Then comes the strange feature in the 
makeup of the cabinet. M. Clemenceau, 
the radical socialist, whe thirty years ago 
was known as the cabinet smasher of 


France, and as a man who could tear down, 


without building up, is made minister of the 
interior, where he will have wide control 
over the coming parliamentary election. 
Clemenceau chose this portfolio, although 
it ils known that Premier Sarrien wanted it 
himself. But Clemenceau insisted that he 
had mo other specialty than politics. 

M. Briafid, representing the moderate so- 
clalists, becomes minister of public instruc- 
tion. M. Briand was a warm supporter of 
the church and state separation law, and 
from his place in the cabinet may be 
expected to throw the reorganized school 
system into soctfalist hands. 

It has been remarked that any one of the 
ministers could be president of the council, 
except the one who has been selected, but In 
my opinion the really amusing and inte 
esting phase of this strange assemblage in 
the ministry is Clemenceau. He is just as 
young in mind and body as he was thirty 
years ago, when he overthrew, cne after 
another, conservative and even repub- 
lican, ministries. We are now going to see. 


the practical work of this indefatigable 


critic and will see the demolisher forced to 
construct something instead 
something down. 


Blow for the Moderates. 

One thing which contributes a jarring note 
to the philosophical outlook is the reflection. 
that moderates like M. Ribot have over- 
thrown the Rouvier cabinet, which at best 
was just as moderate as they, only to bring 
into power a cabinet that is far more aé-. 


vanced it ee and to confide the 
ons to an avowed enemy Tike 


Clemenceau, Who has further emphasized the 
significance of his selectiog by appointing 
as his under secretary a young deputy from 
Toulouse. 

As if apologizing for Clemenceau’s intran- 
sigeance, Premier Sarrien says: 


. do not think it possible to put in prac- 


tical operation universal suffrage, but I can 


be alded in all constituencies where the elec- © 


tion depends on a shifting, small number of 
votes, where ¢he actions of the prefects and 
subprefects, and consequently of the min- 
istry of the interior, may be efficacious.” 

It will be known, then, in a few weeks the 
governmental value of Clemenceau, of whom 
up to the present we know only his literary 
and oratorical value. We will measure his 
value according to the importance of the re- 
publican majorities at the polls, and also ac- 
cording to the proportion of radical and rad- 
ical socialist elements in this majority. 

One can be assured that in the coming elec- 


tions the majority will de republican, but 
this condition practically was attained be- 


fore M. Clemenceau’s arrival. The measure 
of the new minister will be revealed by the 
number of men of the same political com- 
plexlon as he who are coming to the chamber. 


As for Church and State. 

As for Mr. Briand, his entry into the min 
istry indicates the policy which will be fol- 
lowed by the new cabinet regarding church 
inventories, They will be continued, but 
with prudence and without shédding blood.

This program 
is being received more severely by the sen- 
ate than by the chamber, as the senate gave 
the cabinet only seventy-seven majority. 
Furthermore, the cabinet promises to prose- 
cute all anti-militarists. As for the govern- 
ment employés’ trade union, the ministry will 
allow the chamber to settle that. 

It must be noted that M. Bourgeois. au- 
thor of the paragraph in the ministerial pro- 
gram regarding the foreign policy, deciared 
a desire to continue M. Rouvier's pelicy, a 
mixture Of moderation and firmness. waich 
was about to triumph at Algeciras when the 
ministry fell. 


Anguish Over Mine Horror. 
All these political events, however, have

Premium Amounts to $90,000 

The admiralty has arranged the policy with 
a committee representative of London un- 
derwriters. The premium payable by the 
admiralty will be between $85,000 and $90,000. 
‘As the policy covers damage to ships or 
cargoes and demurrage, the opinion ig ex- 
pressed in some quarters that the premium is 
not adequate to the risk, but a majority of 
the underwriters of insurance will be repre- 
sented in the policy, if only on patriotic 
grounds. 

The people of the British islands now are 
insured by ninety-six companies to the 
enormous total of more than §4,700,000,000, 
and this does not include the figures of colo- 
nal and foreign companies. 


Insurance Figures Enormous,, 
The blue book which ennually appears on 
this subject has just been published. Pre- 


mum paid last year amounted to §178,220,- 


705, and the year’s claims came to $110,712,- 
175, there being an increase under the latter 
head of $5,688,710. The companies closed the 
year with balances amounting in the aggre- 
gate to $1,585,444,715. Of this sum they now 
have almost 510.000, 000 invested in land, 
house property, and ground rents,

Mystery for Quarter of a Century. 

For more than twenty-five years the exact 
manner in which the painting had been stolen 
remained a profound mystery, baffling the 
police of the civilized world. It was then 
that Adam Worth, through the influence of 
Pat Sheedy, came in touch with the Pinker- 
tons; and, on being given a guarantee of 
safety; told his story. 

Worth's confession revealed one of the moet 
remarkable stories ever told in criminal an- 
nale. He had begun life as a tramp and 
Sneak thief, and when about 40 years of 
Age had rien to the leadership of the 
greatest crooks in the world. In those palmy 
days he was occupying a splendid house in 
London, to which some of the best sporting 
men of the day resorted. 

He was known merely as a wealthy Amer- 
ican. living in England to spend his surplus. 
He had a fine steam yacht. which was wont 
to cruise in the Mediterranean, and he min- 
gled in the richest society, which, from time 
to time, was victimized by his accomplices, 
though Worth himself took little part in these 
maneuvers. 

Worth had become looked upon by his con- 
freres as the brainiest man in the business. 
and all the efforts of the police forces of Eng- 
land, France, and America failed to connect 
him with some of the most daring robberies 
known in history. He looted some of the 
largest banks in American elties, engineered 
many famous private hauls in England, 
and his accomplices all over Europe bewil- 
dered the police by their gigantic successes. 


Thieves Demand $20,000 Reward. 


The theft of the Gainsbdrough painting 
elicited the offer of a reward of $5,000 by 
Agnews, but the thieves demanded $20,000, 
which was refused. In the lining of a metal 
trunk the canvas was secreted and taken to 
America, Worth even concealing the fact of 
its being in his possession from his most 
trusted “ pals.”

Ottawa, Canada, March 15.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.}—The debate on the address in 
reply to the speech from the throne in the 
house of commons covered a number cf points 
in which American interests are more or less 
involved. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, referring to tariff re- 
vision, repeated what he previously had sald 
as to revision having been postponed in con- 
sequence of the accident to Mr. Fielding, the 
finance minister, through whom ‘tariff an- 
nouncements are made in the budget speech.

Origin of Bar to Women. 
With regard to the removal of the brass 
grille which conceals from view the presence 
of the ladies up in the gallery, it may be 
stated that the English house of commons 
is the only parliament in the world that treats 
the fair sex in this altogether oriental fash- 
ion. It dates from the early part of the last 
century. when, according to the historians 
of the time. the relegation of ladies to this 
grated gallery was rendered absolutely im- 
perative by the manner in which women 
not only invaded the floor of the house, but 
actually interfered with the progress of the 
debates. In the eighteenth century there 
were frequent cases of women sitting beside 
legislators, and they did not hesitate to 
lavish all their fascinations upon the suscep- 
tible politicians when it came to winning a 
vote. , 

Apparently, the members of the house of 
lords are less prone to succumb to the tempta- 
tions of the fair, for women, provided they 
happen to be the wives or the daughters of 
peers, are allowed to sit in the body of the 
house—that is to say, upon the members 
seats, while ladies of less exalted rank are 
relegated to the galleries, which are, how- 
ever, open to the view of the entire house. 
Nor has there ever been any complaint of in- 
terference by the women, present with the 
business of the house in the gilded chamber.

THE $75,000,000 ORDINANCE. 

There are two principal reasons for vot- 
ing against the ordinance to authorize the 
issue of Mueller law certificates for $75,- 
000,000. One is that it would probably be 
declared invalid by the courts if ratified. 
The other reason is that if pronounced 
valid corruption and misgovernment would 
follow. 

The ofdinance does not comply with the 
manifest intent of the Mueller law.

LIMITING THE NUMBER OF SALOONS. 

Competition ig not beneficial every- 
where. It is not beneficial in the. saloon 
business. The low license rate in this city 
was responsible for an unwholesome com- 
petition, which so multiplied the number of 
saloons that there came to be one for 
every 243. persons. But for the doubling 
of the license competition would haye gone 
on, and the growth of the drinking places 


would have been more rapid than that of | 


the population. 

The $1,000 license will increase the num- 
ber of persons to a saloon, because it will 
close some barrooms, How many it will 
close cannot be told in advance. But 
whatever the number may prove to be the. 
proposition of the license committee of the 
council that no new licenses shall be issued 
after the middle of May until the ratio 
shall be one saloon to every 500 inhab- 
itants is an excellent one. That is not 
an extravagant ratio. In New York City 
the figures are over 700, 

For once the views of the general public 
and of the saloonkeepers coincide. The 
multiplication of saloons is considered un- 
desirable by both, though for different rea- 
sons. The liquor sellers who expect to sur- 
vive the $1,000 license would like to have 
the protection which a restriction on the 
number of saloons would give them. The 
community for its part is willing that 
those men should have the monopoly of the 
business which they would enjey for a few 
years. It will be some time before the 
ratio of one saloon to 500 inhabitants is 
attained unless the population shall in- 
crease with great rapidity. 

The proposed restriction will make the 
men who have licenses more careful in the 
conduct of their business. At present if a 


| license is revoked the man who held it

GROWTH OF GERMAN POPULATION. 
The population of Germany continues to 
increase with great rapidity. Twenty years 
ago it was 46,852,260. Ten years ago it was 
62,279,901. On Dee. 1, 1905, according to 
the census taken that day, it was 60,605,188. 
The growing condition of Germany’s pop- 
ulation contrasts strikingly with the sta- 
tionary state of that of its old enemy, 
France. France and the states now eom- 
posing the German empire had at the time 
of the Franco-Prussian war about the same 
number of inhabitants. In 1885 France's 
population was 38,218,908. In ten years 
it had increased to only 38,517,975. It is 
estimated at the present time to be 39,118, 
995. Twenty years ago Germany had less 
than 9,000,000 more people than France. 
Now it has to exceed 21,000,000 more. 

The rapid growth of Germany’s popula- 
tion has, been due to, and has been made 
possible by, the swift development of its 
commerce and manufactures. Forty years 
ago it was an agricultural country. It is 
now an industrial country. The increase 
in its inhabitants has taken place chiefly in 
its western cities, whose advance has kept 
pace with that of the cities of the United 
States. The surplus population of its farm- 
ing districts, instead of emigrating to Amer- 
ica as it did fifty and seventy-five years ago, 
now goes into the factories of its great man- 
ufacturing centers. 

There is no sign that the fatherland will 
not be able to continue for a long time to 
come to find work at home for all its children 
who wish to stay there. The population an 
agricultural country can support is limited 
by the amount of food it can produce on its 
own lands. The population an industrial 
country can support is limited only by the 
quantity of goods it can sell and the quan- 
tity of food it can buy in the markets of the 
world, As long as German merchants and 
manufacturers go on extending their mar- 
kets abroad the rapid increase of the popu-

THE ‘HIGH SCHOOL FRATERNITIES, 
The dissolution of the in ſunetion against 
the board of education in the matter of the 
high school fraternities should be followed 
by prompt, energetic, and decisive action in 
the direction of removing these excrescences 
from the schools. They have grown up as 
cheap imitations of the college Greek letter 
rocieties, accompanying the general move- 
ment for the development of the high school 
which has been so conspicuous a feature of 
secondary school history in recent years, 
Almost without exception they have failed 
to commend themselves to schoo] authori- 
ties as desirable adjuncts of school life, 
nearly all of the interesting contribu- 
tions to educational literature about them 
being decidedly adverse to their existence. 
Secondary school societies seem to classi- 
fy themselves in two divisions, according to 


‘their presence in private or public schools. 
In the former ease some principals have 


found ‘them useful in the school life, and 
have encouraged them in many Ways. Some 
of these societies are quite well established, 
with periodical literature of their own, with 
long lists of chapters, or branches, with 
alumni control, with chapter houses, owned 
or rented, with traditions well formed, and, 
therefore, with some claim for considera- 
tion. 
In the public high school, however, they | 

have no place, even if they have some of 
the associations just mentioned. A commit- 


tee appointed by a conference of high 


schools and academies which contribute stu- 
dents to a prominent western university 
made a most exhaustive study of the whole 


problem, getting informätion from a large 


number of principals and supplementing 
this information with the opinions of care- 
ful observers of modern educational condi- 


tions. The testimony was overwhelmingly 


adverse to the fraternities. When the re- 
port was presented to the conference the 
discussion showed a substantial unanimity 
of hostile feeling among the teachers. The 
conclusions reached declared the societies 
objectionable for the following seven prin- 
cipal reasons: the detrimental influence upon 
the school, the evil effects upon the pupil, 
their practical uselessness, their undemo- 
cratic nature, the false standard they erect 
in opposition to the ideals of the school au- 
thorities, their danger from the standpoint 
of school government, and, finally, the in- 
herent viciousness of any system which 
makes paramount the decision of immature 
minds on questions of social or other dis- 
tinctions in the schools. 
reasons was supported by stronge evidence. 
No argument should be more potent than 
that which proclaims these fraternities un- 
democratic. Anything in the public high 
schools tending toward the erection of class 
distinctions should be discouraged. There 
ought to be no castes, no privileged classes, 
no secret organizations of limited and ex- 
clusive membership, but the public schools 
should. be places of opportunity for every 
one; with the minimum of jealousies and 
heartburnings such as too often attend the 
presence of the fraternities. Even putting 
this aside, it is safe to assume that the 
teachers who give their lives to the schools 
are the best judges of what is desirable in 
the schools, and with principals and as- 
sistants practically united ina desire to rid 
the high schools of the evil influence of the 
fraternities the school board and the body 
of parents should co}perate heartily in their 
suppression. 


THE USE OF SLANG. 

Prof. Edwin W. Bowen of Randolph- 
Macon college has ranged himself by the 
side of Profs. Matthews and Lounsbury 
in the indorsement of slang, or, at least, 
in the contention that the proper kind of 
slang has its proper place in the language. 
He contends that slang is not the princi- 
pal corrüptive of our speech, but, on the 
other hand, subserves a most useful pur- 
pose by “ repairing the waste which neces- 
sarily occurs in English as in every 
spoken language.” He says that slang 
phrases are “the seeds from the bursting 
pods of language that, scattering here and 
there, live in most cuses only long enough 
to decay. Only the hardiest, the fittest, 
take root and grow.” Prof. Bowen also 
holds that “it is the height of folly for 
any one, no matter how highly esteemed 
as an author, to attempt the role of re- 
former of the speech "—the same position, 
indeed, which Prof. Lounsbury maintains 
in recent contributions to the magazines. 

It does not seem that there should be 
much difficulty in defining the province of 
slang. There are several kinds of slang. 
There is a slang originating in the 
criminal and ong the vulgar classes 
which should not gain a permanent foot- 
hold, and probably never will. Victor 
Hugo undertook to incorporate a lot of 
this stuff in his “ Miserables,” but it was 
little esteemed by the French and not at 
all outside of France. It has a certain 
vogue in the dime novel” and the cheap 
melodrama, but it has never made its way 
into good literature. Then there is a 
slang growing out of undergraduate ex- 
travagance of speech, political campaigns, 
and the wit of the so-called smart set 
which is sometimes pat and pertinent, but 
is almost always short lived, either be-

every kind. The officials of some of the great insurance companies were 
found to be using the trust funds in their hands, without authority, for 
their own gain. They, too, no doubt considered themselves honest, and 
they, too, now have learned the great lesson. : 
. In our national congress our representatives are now dealing with 
the question of exterminating the railroad rebate grafter and special 
rate grafter. Railroads should be given equal and exact justice, but no 
special privileges. Those who suffer from unjust rates should have the 
right to have their complaints heard, and reasonable rates fixed by the 
commerce commission. The move for this reform is not a move directed 
alone against railroads. but the principle applies to all patents and 
monopolies granted by the government. When any number of individ- 
nals secure a monopoly on some necessity of life and exact from the 
people much more than the natural price, that is graft. Such are the 
great trusts through which colossal fortunes have been built up. 

We need more respect for existing laws rather than more laws. 
The only way the people can rule is through the laws made by their 
representatives. If these laws are not obeyed, then, instead of a gov- 


cast out evils, they understand and teach that it would be quite as 
impossible to live in keeping with the demands of Christianity without 
being bodily benefited and benefiting others thereby as it would be for 
the sun to shine without dispelling the darkness; and hence that the 
healing of sin and sickness could not fail to be a sequence of Christian 
living, whether or not it were thus literally enjoined by the Master. 
We may well rejoice that Christianity, the science of spirit, is the 
menace of matter and that it gives ground for humanity’s highter hope. 

Christian science delves beneath the verbal declarations of the 


scripture and discovers that deep, spiritual menuing which is demon- 


strable in all ages and which when apprehended renders Christian faith 
no less practical than it was in the early days of Christianity.” 

It is a matter of the greatest significance that the so-called school 
of higher criticism has grown up since Mrs. Eddy discovered Christian 
science. Under the impulsion of spiritual aspiration and with a sublime 
moral courage she ignored an unwarranted though time honored tra- 
ditional literalism and sought and found that truth of God which is not 
subject to or limited by formula or statement, since it is sustained by 
its demonstrability. Nothing can express more bravely the higher 
criticism than Mrs. Eddy’s spiritual version of the Lord’s prayer and 
her general exegesis of the scriptures, and her interpretations have this 


cumstances dictated, was the emissary of the bullying. The process 
began when the employé first was taken on the pay rolls. The appli- 
cant was brought under the office scrutiny in far sharper manner than 
could have been called necessary. He was held in suspense before he 
was accepted for a place.

Yet the net result of all of this bullying was a spirit of resigned 
doggedness through every department of the business. There was no 
such thing as active resentment; a creetfallen attitude of submission 
marked the house. My attorney caller was a striking example of the 
house employé. He had no professional pride in his work. The busi- 
ness was such that credits were extended widely, but while he never 
had lost a case for the house, his only recognition had been in a carefully 
followed system of mild criticism. When he had been doing his best 
he could most certainly expect a bit of fault finding, introduced perhaps 
by a preliminary bit of faint apology. 

In his own case the result, after years in the house, was that he was 
then considering leaving a salary of $200 a month that he might take up 
office practice. Not that office practice would insure half as much 
money, but that he could be free of the carping espionage of a house 
which had no other reward for honest, capable service. 


the earliest seeds are sown in the nursery where women hold absolute 
sway. The boy who is allowed to be rude to his sister and disrespectful 
to his mother cannot reasonably be expected in after years to be polite 
an! courteous to other women. It may seem hard that the boy should 
yield always, yet if the rights of the weak as such are not respected we 
must perforce go back to the motto of Rob Rey: “ Let him taxe who 
hath the power; it is for him to keep who can.” 

No one who takes note of the free and easy manners of the girls 
of the period—misses still in short dresses, or in their first long frocks, 
hail-fellow-well-met with all the boys of their acquaintance—can won- 
der that the lads so treated treat them in turn the same way; that it 
never occurs to them that gentleness and courtesy should be the first 
attributes of every man in his dealings with women, There never was, 
nor will be, any better definition of the word “ gentleman * than the 
old one, which, if well worn, has also worn well: 

“As gentle as a woman and as manly as a man.” 

„ne Shrieking Sisterhood,” clamoring for equality between the 
sexes, have a large share of responsibility. Leaving aside, altogether, 
the question of “ women’s rights,” as also that whether the rare in- 
dividual, a perfectly healthy woman, is or is not the physical equal of 
man: as the case stands he possesses the advantage, and “ with a fair 
field and no favor.” the woman must go to the wall. Human nature 
ic undeniably selfish; consideration for others is a virtue which is ac- 
quired, not born, and although most men who deserve the name are 
ready to succor and defend that which appeals to them for protection 
there are few or none who care to be always giving up when they re- 
ceive no thanks for so doing. Therefore, when a man finds that bis 
sacrifice of self is accepted as a right, not as a favor, he is apt to hee- 
itate before making it the next time. If a woman fails to thank the 


man who surrenders his seat in a street car to her, he is more than 
likely to make her ungraciousness an excuse for keeping his place there- 
after, and the rudeness of the one woman may thus recoil upon another 
to whom the rest would be a charity. Yet a man may be tired, in spite — 
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customs; but the change above all has benefited the people. First of 
all because the role of a land owner which they formerly played exposed 
them to a thousand annoyances. A child brought to the king of France 
provinces of Spain. It was well. Only the condition was that the 
provinces should let themselves be taken and that the wicked neighbors 
should tolerate the prize being taken. And the poor people were 
obliged to make war, and to be ravaged, and to pay taxes, all in order 
to get land which apparently did not belong to them at all.

Today the daughter of a prince who marries a king hears sounding 
in her ears this sage counsel: My daughter, forget your country and 
the house of your father!” Family, house, religion, everything is re- 
linquished, left behind her. She must no longer have other nationality 
save that of her husband, The idea of a native land is too clearly pre- 
cise; despite these poetic phrases no one has the right to have two. 
And the native land of the royal groom acquires truly a new citizen. 

Thus by a strange evolution of things, it is perhaps idle to seek 
in royal marriages the type of the traditional marriage, at this hour 
when on all sides the traditions of marriage are witnessing a revision 


and. 
érnment by the people, there is a government by those with wealth or m- 
fluence enough to obtain official nullification of the laws. Any official 
who fails to carry out his oath to enforce the laws is a traitor to his 
oath and the people he represents. The time will come when official 
oath breaking will no more be submitted to than official grafting. The 
lawlessness of dramshops, divekeepcrs, of gamblers, and of trusts should 
not be countenanced any more than train robbery or any other form of 


outlawry. The people oppose the artificial ways in which many immense 


fortunes have been accumulated. The laws of nature cannot be for- 
ever disobeyed without bringing disaster. It is impossible for any of 


the great fortunes of hundreds of millions of dollars that have been 


piled up through the graft system to be acquired naturally. 

If Christ had avoided the cross, or if any one of those who walked 
with him had remained on earth with man and preached the gospel of 
salvation from that day to this, and the world had paid him for every 
day of the nineteen centuries a salary of $500 a day, and he had saved 
every cent of it, his piled up fortune would not nearly equal that of 
Mr. Oarnegie. Had Providence ordained that Adam, the first man,

supreme vantage and indorsement— that they heal sickness and sin, 
thus proving their truthfulness by something higher than verbalism. 
She discerned the principle of Christianity, the vital truth of the bible, 
and clinging to this principle and its logical sequences she boldly insists 
that scriptural interpretation shall be purged of all inconsistencies and 
be thus brought into harmony with the eternal premise which, through 
her demonstrations in Christian science, has been proven true. 

No writer has been more successful in escaping the bondage of 
textual literalism than the author of “Science and Health With Key 
to the Scriptures,” and the discovery of “the sayings of Jesus at 
Cairo has called attention to the interesting fact that she bad already 
expressed the same ideas and that her statements had been decried by 
scholastic critics. Her writings are leavening the whole body of human 
thought today, while incidentally nourishing a liberality which encour- 
ages other religionists to interpret freely for themselves. The small 
hope of prayer which has hitherto enthralled the pulpit and press is 
disappearing in the dawn of the spiritual over the material. Ohrist 
Jesus’ works, as well as his words, characterize Christianity, for, as 
aforetime, evils are being cast out and the sick are healed. While in 
the past scholastic Christianity has in large measure depended upon 
the acceptance of undemonstrated statements, mere beliefs, for salva- 


ployes Poor Business Polic 


Everywhere there are heads of businesses where the story of this 
particular house will be received with a show of incredulity, perhaps, 
while in these same business houses the same bullying methods are in 
practice. These methods may not go as far—they may stop far short 
of it. But in almost every business the principle of bullying is applied 
as far as the necessities of the business may seem to justify. 

And there is some justification for the general principle. Just as 
there are horses so “ broken” that they will not move in harness without 
the blow of the whip, so there are men who will not work without sharp 
supervision. They need the whip’ aud spur of authority. Others that 
may be even willing to move are lacking in the power to overcome the 
inertia which besets them; they move, but not actively enough. 

Of another type calling for the bullying spirit is the man who nurses 
and nurtures the exaggerated idea of his own importance in a place. 
He is a standing bid for the application of the bullying principle. In 
the colloquial, * he has it coming.” and he gets it. It is necessary in 
order that his equilibrium shall be maintained. 

But there is another type than either of these which will not tolerate 
the application of the ragging method. Naturally enough, too, this is 
the best type of man. He knows what he knows and he knows what 
he does, If deservedly he is in a position calling for accounting or cen- 
sure, he is willing to take and to acknowledge all that is deserved. He 
does not feel that he needs to make promises in words that the same 
error or shortcoming shall not occur again. Merely his recognition of 
his shortcoming is sufficient to himself and should be more than sufff- 
cient to his employer. To have censure rubbed in and apology forced 


of his boasted masculine strength, and it is not always easy to tell what 
women are able to stand and who are not. 

It may be laid down as a rule that the woman who thoroughly 
respects herself will command respect from others, whatever her situ- 
ation or occupation in life. Such self-respect, which by the way is no 
whit aggressive, invests its possessor with a quiet dignity which is like 
unto the invisible and invulnerable garment of the old fairy tales; an 
armor which opposed no perceptible barrier, yet which was, everywhere 
and under all circumstances, an efficient protection to its wearer. The 
girl of the period is prone to undervalue this shield of quiet womanly 
dignity, to be loud and pushing if not actually fast. Much of this 
tendency is due to the natural exuberance of youth, and much to care- 
less training from thoughtless mothers. ‘Then, too, the woman who 
bas her own way to make in the world is too apt to think that she 
must Be bold, be bold, and everywhere be bold,” ignoring the fact 
that always upon some doors is written: “ Be not too bold.” A girl 
may pass through such an ordeal safely, and profit instead of losing 
irremediably by her mistakes. Moreover the tomboy may outgrow her 
exuberance and settle down into a sober, staid matron who shall do 
her duties to the fall as well as her neighbor who has been demure 
and quiet through her entire girlhood. Then, too, the women who 
are forced out into the world of men in order to earn a living often 
lose the ald and comfort which the men might give them, by the ag- 
gressive, half defiant manner in which they claim to be able to stand 
alone, yet lean heavily, all the time demanding the rights of a man 
while assuming all the privileges of a woman.

Offerings of both were 
small, with the inquiry fair. Corn was steady 
to % higher; oats steady to e lower. Sales 
here were 100,000 bu corn and 50,000 bu oats. 
The seaboard reported 16,000 bu corn an 
250,000 bu oats sold late Friday night. 

“I think there is about 5c a bu in selling 


July and buying May wheat,” said E. W. 


Wagner. “July will be at.a discount yet, as 
it always has been heretofore. Even after 
selling at a premium, ds it did once before, 
July went to a discount of 5@6c in April. I 
believe it will now. There never was a time 
of natural conditions, when a new crop in 
July Was not offered from the field 5c below 
an old crop in May from bins.“ 

Receipts of hogs for the week were 115,000, 
against an estimate of 180,000. Best hogs are 
$6.50 and we will no doubt see 7c hogs within 
a short time,” said A. J. White & Co. “Stocks 
of provisions show no increase, while the cash 
demand is improving especially for lard. Pro- 
vision exports from July 1, 1906, to Feb. 28. 
1906, show 510,000,000 Ibs lard, against 383, - 
000,000 Ibs last year, and of meats 468,000,000 


against 370,000,000 for last year. We have had 


normal receipts of hogs, while demand for all 
products have been abnormal.“ 

A leading provision man sald: We have 
been wondering why there was no accumula- 
tion of stocks of provisions in the west ata 
time of the year when the increase generally 
takes place. It is explained in the figures 
given of exports for the last eight months, 
which show an increase of 225,000,000 ibs over 
corresponding eight months ending a year 
ago, equal to 1,500,000 hogs. If the foreigners 
would stop at this, price of product might 
now be high enough, but they are still un- 
usually good buyers of the entire list.“ 

Kansas City wired: Line elevators say 
smallest farmers’ deliveries in years. One 
company reports purchases of only 2,000 bu. 
yesterday. Either farmers haven't the grain 
back or else decline to accept current prices. 
Indications are for continued small arrivals, 
owing to bad roads.“ 

“T think there Is the largest short interest in 
wheat that has existed for a number of 
years,”’ said W. 8. Crosby. It is largely in 
the May option. Thestock of contract wheat 


is only about 3,000,000 bu and the large hold-. 


ings are in strong hands. I don't see where 
the shorts will get off.“ 

» Broomball cabled that the dock workers at 
Rosario, Argentina, had gone on a strike. 
This strike has been predicted by the grain 
trade papers of Argentina for several weeks. 


A Winona, Minn., message said: Tho cold 


weather of the last two weeks has improved 
corn conditions to quite an extent. Our coun- 
try corn receipts show quite an increase of 
late. Think we will have quite a little in- 
crease in farmers’ deliveries until they get 
into their spring farm work.” 

A Duluth man wired: I don’t believe there 
is any wheat placed for opening of naviga- 
tion shipment, other than durum. Bids are 
from ic out of line on spring wheat all 
the time. With these conditions our people 
here are not jumping for wheat to come.” 

Australian wheat shipments for last week 
were 1,424,000 bu, against 936,000 bu the week 
previous, and 640,000 bu last year. 

Closing prices for wheat in foreign mar- 
kets were: Liverpool, 4d lower; Berlin, May, 
unchanged; Budapest, April, e higher; 
Paris unchanged to e higher; Antwerp, un- 
changed. 

Receipts of hogs at western packing points 
for last week were 318,100, against 381,500 the 
previous week, and 334,000 last ‘year. 

Receipts of wheat at Duluth and Minneap- 
olis last week were 1,939 cars, compared to 
2.951 last week, and 1,670 cars the corres- 
ponding week in 1905. 

Meat and lard shipments for last week 
showed an increase of about 1,000,000 Ibs for 
each. The total meat shipments were 14,- 
692,000 Ibs against 13,408,000 Ibs a y ur ago. 
Lard shipments were 7,238,000 Ibs, compared 
to 6,206,000 Ibs last year. 

Indian wheat shipments for last week were 


| 8,000 bu, against 586,000 bu the correspond- 


ing week in 1906. 

Withdrawals of contract grain from public 
elevators last week were: 289,141 bu wheat, 
R23 bu corn, and 79,004 bu oats. Of the wheat 
taken out of store, 234,638 bu was No. 2 red. 
Private houses turned out 110,050 bu wheat, 
including 36,000 bu No. 2 red; 110,400 bu corn; 
and 42,000 bu oats. The greater part of the 
No. 2 red shipped out was consigned to south- 
ern mills. 

Broomhall estimated that the world's 
wheat shipments for tomorrow will be about 


9,600,000. bu, of which quantity Europe will 


take about 8,000,000 bu. The actual ship- 
ments last week were 9,936,000 bu, and those 
of a year ago 9,976,000 bu. Arrivals of bread- 
stuffs into the united kingdom during the 
past week will aggregate about 3,600,000 bu. 
He predicts that there will be moderate 
changes in the quantity of breadstuffs on 
passage. 

Minneapolis wheat stocks increased 572,700 
bu for the week.
